"We don’t usually make people walk 
the plank here in Canada, but in the 
Caribbean we definitely do,” Tilley said. 

The hull of the vessel was built in 
Houston, Texas, in 1998, and sat in a 
shipping yard until 2006 when Tilley 
went down with his wife and put two 
motors in it and brought it back to 
Halifax. 

The frame is steel, but Tilley covered 
it in wood planks to make it look more 


authentic. 

“It’s pretty neat to see people’s reac¬ 
tions to the ship,” he said. 

Passengers are also allowed to take 
the controls and test them out — with 
supervision, of course. 

Next year Tilley hopes to enter a tall 
ship race and may not be back for the 
festival. 

“The people of the Great Lakes always 
treat us well,” he said.

Hudak must take stock 
before it’s too late 

I nsanity, it is sometimes said, can be defined by 
doing the same thing over and over but expecting 
different results. 

It could also be the slogan of the Ontario Progressive 
Conservative party. 

In last week's provincial byelections, the party led by 
Niagara West-Glanbrook MPP Tim Hudak captured a single 
seat out of five up for grabs. 

Party spin doctors will undoubtably try to claim it as a 
victory because the riding they won was in the Toronto area 
—which is a Liberal stronghold. 

And we're already hearing from Hudak the same song 
he sang after losing the last general election: the PCs made 
"gains” and a public ready for “change" wants to hear more of 
his plan for Ontario. 

This isn’t a defeat, just part of the road to victory. Rah-rah- 
sis-boom-bah. 

Hudak and the Tories have blinders on. 

It is a serious defeat. It is not that the public needs to hear 
more of his message, but that the public has heard him and 
his message is about as palatable as a bowl of broken glass. 

Instead of accepting failure and learning from it, Hudak 
appears to be doubling down on a strategy that hasn’t 

Twice now—this byelection and the last provincial 
go-round — the Tories have been unable to defeat a 
remarkably weak Liberal party. 

For opposition parties, the Liberals are the gift that keeps 
on giving. There seems to be scandals and leadership issues 
perpetually hanging over them. 

But while the NDP is using that to its advantage, making 
real gains at the expense of the Liberals, the Tories aren’t 
going anywhere. 

And the Liberals are given yet another chance to get it 
right. 

The Tories need to take a deep breath and learn from their 

Hudak has to learn to adapt his message and style to 
actually connect with Ontario voters. 

Because he is on the cusp of becoming the political 
equivalent of Shakespeare's “poor player,” who "stmts and 
frets his hour upon the stage and then is heard no more" and 
his message "a tale told by an idiot, full of sound and fury, 
signifying nothing.

Rankin blasts Region

THOROLD — Niagara regional 
council got a collective tongue-lash¬ 
ing Thursday for backing Wainfleet 
and West Lincoln in their fight against 
wind turbines, but councillors could 
give that support a second look next 
month. 

St. Catharines Coun. Ronna Katzman 
said she’ll ask council to reconsider 
backing the two townships as unwilling 
hosts for wind turbines. 

The move came after councillors 
heard legal advice behind closed doors 
about the move — and after council's 
corporate partner in a turbine venture 
ripped it for that move. 

"You are voting for NIMBYism in its 
purest form,” said Tom Rankin, who 
signed a deal with the Region to build 
turbines in Wainfleet. 

He criticized councillors, saying they 
are sending a bad message to busi-

“Are we going to let naysayers rule the 
world? Or are we going to stand for what 
is riglit and what the majority of people

REMEMBER? 

Councillors backed Wainfleet and West 
Lincoln as unwilling hosts of wind 
turbines earlier this year. Tom Rankin 
ripped the Region about that in the 
short-term, too, as well as criticizing it 
as sending out the wrong message to 
businesses. 

The legal ramifications of the move 
were not clear. Councillors received 
that report in camera Thursday. 


Rankin dress down councillors. They 
reacted strongly to some of his com¬ 
ments, snickering when he said 83% of 
Ontarians favour turbines and erupt¬ 
ing with outrage when he said it’s "a 
myth” that turbines drive down property 
values. 

He said he was not threatening to sue 
the Region, “even though you literally 
pulled the rug out from under my feet. 

“Quite frankly, I’m far more upset 
with the ramifications of your motion 
than how it affects our agreement and 
me personally. It just sends the wrong 
message to the world.”

PHARMACISTS NOW ABLE TO EFFECTIVELY IMPROVE 
YOUR HEALTH THROUGH EXPANDED SCOPE OF PRACTICE 

As a result of new regulations governing the practice of pharmacy in Ontario, pharmacists are now able to 
be more deeply involved in your medications and management of your medical conditions. The new regulations 
came into effect last October allowing pharmacists to make use of their unique knowledge. This is great news 
for both pharmacists and you, their patients. It will allow pharmacists to be an even more integral part of your 
medication management and it will provide you with greater convenience as pharmacists are easily accessible in 
the community. 

There are five main areas that these changes will affect: 

1. Pharmacists can prescribe several effective medications to help you quit smoking. Patients who may wish 
to try this method of quitting can now be assessed by their pharmacist - who will use their professional 
judgement to decide if it is right for you. This means that you will not have to wait to see your doctor 
in order to get on the path to becoming smoke-free and the pharmacist can be involved throughout this 
sometimes difficult process. 

2. Pharmacists may be able to renew your prescriptions without you having to see your doctor first. Your 
condition and your medications must be stable. For example, this may apply to patients who have well- 
managed chronic conditions like diabetes or high blood pressure. (This new regulation does not apply to 
narcotics and similar substances and does not eliminate the need to see your doctor for proper follow up 
and monitoring). 

3. Pharmacists may also make certain changes/ adaptations to your doctor’s prescription if necessary based 
on professional judgement. For example, they may change the dosage form (tablet/capsule/liquid) or they 
could alter the dosing regimen and possibly even the dose to suit you better. As always, any changes would 
he done with your consent and the pharmacist would share them with your doctor. 

4 Pharmacists can now be of even greater assistance in helping to demonstrate how to use your devices. If 
you are a patient who uses an inhaler or has self-administered injections, your pharmacist can now use 
the real device to show you how to use It, rather than using a model one. Pharmacists who are able to 
administer injections in order to teach you how to use them have completed a training program. 

5. Specially trained pharmacists can administer the flu vaccine to patients five years and older. This will 
provide patients with more locations and greater ease of access to the vaccine. 

As usual, your pharmacist will make these decisions based on your specific situation, so it is very important 
to give them as much information about yourself as you can. They need to know about all of the medications you 
are taking, including anything over-the-counter or any vitamins/minerals that you use. Also it is important to talk to 
your pharmacist about your lifestyle (e.g, the foods you eat and the exercise you do) so they can get the full picture 
in order to make the best decisions for you 

Pharmacists have always been a wonderful source of information and support for patients regarding how to 
best manage their medicines and their medical conditions. Now that the role of pharmacists has expanded to allow 
them to have more involvement with their patients, it will be easier than ever for patients to maintain good control 
of their conditions and medications.
